London, April 27.—The Reuter Telegraph 
Company has received the following dis- 
patch from Pekin, dated yesterday:

It has raided three villages 
within a week and threatens to massacre 
the Christians in that vicinity, many of 
whom have fled to Paotingfu for refuge.

He Cursed His Enemies. 

‘Ketchum spent the greater part of the 
morning in reviewing his past life, during 
which time he displayed perféct self- 
‘control. _He cursed the railroad and ex- 
press ‘companies and the officers who 
were instrumental in his conviction, and 
the people of New Mexico in general and 
their laws. He acknowledged that he 
plahned and led his gang in many rob- 
héries accredited to him, including the 
robbery on the Southern Pacific railroad, 
at-Stein’s Pass, in 1897, and that on the 
Colétado Sauthern near Folsom, in July, 
7898. He said he knew who killed young 
Herstein at Liberty Tex., in 1895, but 
would give no names, claiming the guilty 
persons were alive. He also said that he 
knew who kil A. B. Powers, in Tom 
Green county#Texas, in 1896, and said 
that Bud Upshaw, who ‘was accused, had 
(no. knowledge of that crime. Ketchum 
déclared that he was not the original 
“Black Jack,” and said that outlaw was 
still alive and enjoying his liberty. 

*But he was the cause of my becom- 
ing. an outlaw,” said Ketchum. “Lee 
Dow, the officer, saw ‘Black Jack’ at the 
Deer Creek tank affair, and in 1897 he 
told me that if I was ever tried for ‘Black 
Jack’s’ crimes I would never get free, for 
I looked too much like hint. I thought if 
I Was going to be hanged for another 
man’s crimes I might as well have some 
of my own. The real ‘Black Jack’ got the 
name because he was very dark, and on 
the Hrie round-up in Arizona there were 

Jacks. They called him ‘Black Jack’ 
to distinguish him from the other.”

ADELBERT HAY HAS RESIGNED 


Gives Up Position of Consul General 
at Pretoria. 

Washington, April 26.—Adelbert Llay, 
son of the secretary of state, has resigned 
his post as United States consul general 
at Pretoria. The resignation takes, effect 
tomorrow. His successor has not yet been 


selected. 

In view of the great expense of living 
at Pretoria it is possible that the office 
will be left vacant until congress can have 
the opportunity to act upon a recommen- 
dation from the executive looking to an 
increase in the salary of the office of 
consul general at Pretoria.

BIGHAM TALKS OF NEGROES 


Discusses the Responsibility of 
Church Toward the Race—Booker 
Washington £peaks. 


New Orleans, April 26.—Rev. J. W. New- 
man, of the North Alabama conference, 
presided at the third day's morning ses- 
sion of the Methodist missionary confer- 
ence, 

The entire day was one of special im- 
portance, Professor G. W. Dyer, of Van- 
derbilt, discussing work in cities and 
Dr. D. Cc. Kelly, Dr. Horace Bishop and 
Dr. W. H. LaPrade presenting other 
phases of missionary work. 

The afternoon meeting was devoted to 
the negro, Rev. J. R, Bigham discussing 
the responsibility of the church toward 
the! race and Dr. G. W. Hubbard and 
George W. Walker talking on educational 
problems. Booker T. Washington made 
a@ strong plea for industrial education 
as a measure of right and self-interest, 
and also praised the interest the Meth- 
odist church has taken in the elevation 
of his people. 

Hon. John Barrett, former minister to 
Siam, said: 


‘The future of missionary work in Chi- 
na involves two important considerations. 
First, no man, in view of the difficulties 
of the foreign field, should be sent to

history, customs, habits and conditions 
of the foreign peoples before going among 


them.’ 

Mr. Barrett further stated that the 
missionary interests or the United States 
could: feel the utmost confidence in the 
Chinese policy of President McKinley, be- 
cause he is as anxious to maintain the 
open door for Christianity as for com- 
merce, '

' Ceska. Neb., April 2%6—After- examining 
thirty-five witnesges the state rested this 
afternoon’ in the prosecution of James 
Gallahan for the abduction of Eddie 
Cudahy. The defense moved to dismiss 
on the grounds that the allegation of rob- 
bery had not been sustained, The. jury 
Was excused and the motion argued. At- 
torney MacFarland,: for the defense, 
Claimed that Mr. Cudahy had given up 
his gold of his own free will, had gone 
fully armed to the rendezvous and had 
been put in no bodily fear. The offense. 
therefore, did sad constitute hgehway 
robbery. 

General Corwin, ior the state, argued 
that although Mr,.Cudahy was put to no 
personal fear, “he gave up his money 
under stress of anxiety lest his son 
should be deptived of his sight. This con- 
stituted an active force, the attorney said, 
and opefated identically as if he had been 
held up by a highwayman, Judge Baker 
sustained this view. 

When the ‘trial of Callahan was re- 
sumed today E. K. Munshaw. who lives 
near the Melrose hotel, was the first wit- 
ness. He identified the picture of Crowe 
as that of the man who came to his house 
about three weeks before the kidnaping 
and wanted to know who owned the 
Schneiderwind house.

LABOR UNIONS TO COMBINE 


Amalgamation of All the Organiza- 
tions Is Proposed . 


OUTCOME OF GREAT TRUSTS

Scheme will “Ensure the ' Co-opera- 
tion-of All Unions in’ Any 
Labor Trouble. 


Pittsburg, April 26.—At a meeting in 
this city on May 5th a movement will 
be started for ‘the organization of the 
central labor council of the United States, 
which is aimed to be an amalgamation 
of all the labor organizations of the 
country with central headquarters. the 
object. being to secure co-oneration 
among all branches of labor and aime te | 
operate especially against gifie great 
trusts. 

The project had its Alecia today 
in a little oom on/Smithfield street, the 
district headquagters of the Knights of 
Labor. A half 4 dozen labor leaders, in- 
cluding sevefal nationa. officers, were in 
the péy.y that issued the call, and last 
nizut President T. J. Shaffer, of the 
Amalgamated Association of Iron, Steel 
and Tin Workers, gave the idea his ap- 
proval., 

The plan was talked over in a general’ 
way, but at the meeting on Mav 6th a 
national convention will be called to 
which the heads of the great organiza- 
tion, including the American Federation 
of Labor, will be invited. The scheme 
would insure actual co-operation between 
all branches of labor in any labor dis- 
pute. The country would be divided into 
districts, each to have its own district 


counell. 

President T. J. Shaffer, of the Amalga- 
mated association, last evening said: 

‘“T believe in tne principle. It is the 
natural outcome of the big combinations 
of the present day. have advocated it 
for some time and have already incorro- 
rated the idea in my general report to 
the next convention of the Amalgamated 
association. It is labor’s only recourse 
in the light of the present industrial sit- 
uation. The time will come when the 
union iron workers will refuse to make 
iron with non-union coal,.and when the

AMENT ANSWERS CRITICS 


Explains His Connection. with Loot- 
ing StoriesAdmits He Sold 
Curios and Furs of Boxers 
To Feed the Native 
Christians. 


San Francisco, April 2%.—In reference 
to. the accusations of a looting made 
against missionaries, United: States Min- 
ister Conger, who arrived here last 
hight, makes the following statement: 

“The Americans have a larger number of 
missionaries out there than any other na- 
tion and I am frank to say that, under 
the circumstances, there are very few 
things which the missionaries have done, 
if any, for which there need to be any 
apology whatever. The stories of their 
looting are false, to my knowledge. 

“Believing that our government would 
not demand a monetary indemnity for the 
murder and pillaging of native Christians, 
I advised them that wherever they could 
make settlements themselves with the 


villages where those murders or destruc- 


tion of property had taken place to make 
theth on their own responsibility. Li Hung 
Chang and Chang Yen Mao suggested 
that settlement could be mare in this way 
with the least! possible friction. There 
was no going out and compelling the peo- 
ple to pay anything. It was altogether 
voluntary on their part. 

‘The. missionaries have been criticised 
severely for going, immediately after the 
stege Was raised, into abandoned houses 
for sheiter for themselves and the native 
coollew who were exvelled from’ their 
homes, As to this I told them ‘if there is 
a boxer’s habitation abandoned, take pos- 
session of it, so you can have a place 
in which to shelter and take care of the 
native Christians.’ ’’ 

Speaking of the siege Mr. Conger said: 

“It took every man we had to stand 
by the women and children. If not, the 
legation could not have lived and without 
the native Christians none of us would 
have ‘been saved. The missionaries were 
not the prime causes of the trouble; they 
were only one of the causes. The mis- 
sionaries were not responsible for the 
building of the railroads or for any of 
‘the other (oretgn @nnov&itions against 
which the hatred of the boxers seemed to 
be directed.’’ 

Missionary Ament on Looting. 

Rev. A. 8. Ament, of the American 
board of foreign missions of the Congre- 
gational church, whose collection of in- 
demnity for damages done by boxers in 
China has caused considerable discussion, 
takes vigorous exceptions:to the criticisms 
meade by Mark Twain and others as to the 
alleged misconduct of the missionaries. 
He says: 

‘“‘We fottnd ourselves at the close of the 
siege with 500. native Christians upon our 
hands, no food, ho clothing. no money and 
every Christian house burned. 

“On the very day of the arrival of the 
allied ferces we were informed -that we 
must leave the British legatian, as it was 
to be used as headquarters for the offi- 
cers of the British army, / I immediately 
thought of a Mongol Mrince, Hsi Ling, 
who was an ally of 4fe boxers and whose 
place was the headquarters of boxers and 
blacklegs. Wye found the prince’s place 
entirely empty and the next day we 
brought wp our native Christians and 
occupied the deserted place. In that house 
ami:in neighboring houses that we occu- 
pied we put more than 400 people. We 
took only abandoned property. . 

‘The only food in the prince’s place 
was a bit of rice. We decided to sel] the 
clothing and curios found upon the prem- 
ises and realized $2,500 in gold. They were 
bought by British and American officers 
at a private sale of two weeks’ duration. 

“Native Christians brought up furs and 
sable which they had purchased at a low 
price from wealthy Chinese who feared 
they might be looted by the military peo- 
ple and who were willing to dispose of 
them for a little money. These articles 
were sold at our place to British and 
other officers. I considered that that was 
a fair, honest speculation, which injured 
nobody and which benefited many people. 
There may have been some looted goods 
taken, but it was without my knowledge, 
The Russian and Sikh soldiers were sell- 
ing truck. very cheap, but my people did 
not do the looting.”’ 

Dowager Empress Yieiais Power. 

Washington, April 26.—The following ca- 
blegram has been -received at the state 
department from Mr. Squiers, United 
States charge at Pekin, dated today: 

“The empress dowager has appointed 
a board of national administration to 

relieve her of her public functions. They 
embrace three members of the cabinet 
now with the empress at Sian Fu, and 
Prince Ching, Viceroy Li and Prince 
Kung, who are now = Pekin.”

HE address which James W. Aus- 

tin, orator of the day, delivered 

yésterday afternoon in the shadow 
of the monument erected to the confed- 
erate dead in Oakland cemetery, was one 
of matchless eloquence. His splendid 
tribute to the valor and dashing bravery 
of the “men in grey’’ was cheered to the 
echo. The address was heard by several 
thousand people. 

It was as follows: 

My Friends—The minstrel of the ancient 
days who told in song and story of the Trojan 
war sings of.a scene where Pandarus, an 
aged councillor of Troy, standing with Cres- 
sida, his niece, upon the olty’s eastern bat- 
tlemenfs, looks down on Priam’s legions com- 
ing back in untamed splendor from the Dar- 
dan plain whereon they had met in equal 
combat with the haughty Greek, and as the 
serried hosts feturn and each successive pha- 
lanx files within the gate, points out to her 
the Trojan heroes as they pass. First comes 
the brave Aeneas, commander of the host, 
the very front and flower of Troy, and next 
Antenor, second in command, a 
shrewd in tactics and renowned, and aftef 
him, great Priam’s warlike and illustrious 
sons—there the bold Hector with his helmet 
hacked and battered fromm the blows of 
Agamemnon's hosts, and then ‘the ‘wanton 
Paris, Helenus next, and now Detphobuse—and 
as each prince of Priam’s royal blood files 
into view, Pandarus calls his name out to his 
niece and rapidly recounts the style of man 
he is. Like wave on wave, the columns pass, 
and Pandarus shades his eves and-iooks out 
on the plain intently and more steadfastly. 
There is one son of Priam not yet come, the 
flower of Ilium’s brave, Has noble Troilus 
fallen in the fray? The old man’s heart sinke 
as his restless eye searches,the moving mass 
in vain. ~ 

But look! he starts! a flash or joy lights up 
his shaggy brow, and quickly turning to his 
niece, his hand uplifted to his ear— ‘Hark! 
do you not hear the people cry ‘Troilus?’ ’’ 
And as that name rings and re-echoes from 
ten thousand throats, the rear guard of the 
arm-- comes in view with Troilus at its head, 
Then does the old man’s pent-up feeling find 
its vent and as his idol and great Ilium’s 
pride with Warlike tread comes on, Pafdarus 
cries to Cressida: ‘‘Yonder! “tis Troilus, brave 
Troilus, the prince of chivalry! 
upon him, niece. Look hew his sword is 
bloodied and his helm more hacked than Hec- 
tor’s and how he looks and how he goes,’’ And 
as the gallant Troilus goes past and enters in 
the gate, and other warriors come on, the 
old man turns away and with a gesture preg- 
nant of his scorn cries out: ‘The eagle's 
gone!"’ and then descends the wall, 

Today, my countrymen I ask you for a 
space to mount with me on fancy’s airy wing, 
and from imagination’s vantage ground, look 
down upon the highway of the years while I 
point out, like Pandarus from the Trojan wall 
the heroes of the times gone by, as in review 
they pass before the subtle vision of the mind. 

And first among earth's valiant and immor- 
tal sons I caf] on you to turn and look upon 
that Spartan band that comes before our gaze, 
moving with measured and unbroken step, 
their javelins high in air, and brave Leonidas 
at their front. Silent and grim and noise- 
lessiy they pass while deathless valor sits 
enstamped on every firm set face. They move 
‘beyond our ken, they fade from view, but as 
they disappear, we hear the thunder of the 
ages peal—**Thermopylae!”’ 

‘Tread of Unnumbered Host. 

And fast on Sparta’s fading. franks there 
comes another and a greater host and at its 
head upon his fleet-limbed horse Bucephalus, 


ander leads his serried fanks as conscious 
of the prowess of that mighty arm that laid 


the whole world waste, With all the pomp. 


and panoply of war, he passes on, and now 
is lost to view. And after’ him, another cav-

man eagles flash their burnished wings, and 
Caesar’s legions sweep by in all the splendid 
pageant of victorous war, We hear the trump- 
ets sound, and like great Mars himself, the 
conqueror of the Nervil thunders past, guid- 
ing ‘with dauntiless hand the plunging steéds 
of his triumphal car, while fast behind his 
chariot wheels the countless standards of im- 
perial Rome flame out in brilliant and un- 
ending line, 

The din of Rome’s receding ranks grows 
faint, and in the distance dies away, and 
now a sound of martial music, loud and clear, 
sends other echoes flying, and signals the near 
approach of yet another host, With rythmic 
swing and measured tramp the vanguard of 
the advancing columns comes in view, and 
at its front we see the flag of modern France 
flame on the way. The flag, that flew defiant 
over Egypt’s burning sands beside the an- 
ecient Pyramids, and high above the clouds, 
shone like a star, from dizzy Alpine heights— 
that like a bird of prey swept down Cisalpine 
slopes, laid waste the citron groves and peace- 
ful vales of Italy, and flapped its wings 
aguinst the lurid glare of Moscow's flame- 
encircled walls, leads on the army of Na- 
poleon now. passing ‘in review. Ah! what a 
spectacle as that magnificent array goes by' 
There passes on the dashing squadrons of that 
son of Mars, the peerless Ney, and Keller- 
mann, Murat and Soult, Grauchy, Lefevre and 
Lobau, and other corps commanders of that 
splendid host move by, each holding as he 
rides the coveted baton of a marshal of proud 
France and the army of the emperor, Corps 
after corps goés past, and now the figure cf 
Napoleon looms up before our view.

The decision of the president 
“and the secretary of state is based uppn 
the fact that within: recent years there 
hag been a general improvement in the 
efficiency of our consular service, so much 
fo that England and Germany are adopt- 
ing American methods in the transaction 
of their consular business. 


During the past four or five years there’ 


has een a radical change in our consular 
‘system and the requirements of our trep- 
resentatives in foreign countries. They 
have been educated up to the point that 
they are not sent abroad as social orna- 
‘ments or as personal favorites of popular 
politiclags. They have been instructed to 
keep their eyes and ears open to the com- 
mercial and ‘business interests of the 
United States and make frequent reports 
‘to. the state department the results of 
_their observations. The result has been 
that American consuls, instead of »seing 
mere figureheads in foreign countries, 
have developed into practical commerciu] 
agents of the United States government. 

Given to the Public. 

Just before the late John Sherman re- 

tired from the office of secretary of state, 


ké authorized the promulgation of all | 


“consular reports bearing upon commercial 
,interests as soon as they were received at 
the department. Prior to that time con- 
gular reports were regarded as state se- 
crets and were not given to the public un- 
til they had been carefully censored or 
until the information they contained was 
too stale to be of any commerctal benefit. 
Under the new system, our consu’s were 
encouraged to be quick, i pea observ- 
ing in all matters which might pertain 
to American industries and which might 
be of interest or value to American fn- 
e@ustries. The result has been that the 
state department and the world at jarge 
has been supplied with much vaiyable in: 


tries Of this country. Acting under in-_ 


structions from the state department and 
fired with patriotic zeal, the American 
consular service is slowly but surely de- 
‘veloping into the best and most efficient 
foreign service in existence today. IUn- 
der the circumstances there is no dispo- 
~-gition on the part of the administration 
to make any-radical changes in the ser- 
vice merely to gratify the personal aims 
and ambitions of potitical time servers. 
Sigce it became generally understood 
throughout the corps that the tenure of 
service of an American consul depends al- 
most entirely upon his efficiency and the 
character of the information he is able 
to supply to hig government, there has 
been a remarkable improvement all long 
the line, and it is largely through the 
consular reports that American. interests 
have been advanced both at home and 
abroad, 
The American Way. 

Assistant Secretary of State Cridler, 
who has been identified officially with 
the consular service for a number of 
years in commenting upon the subject 
recentiy, said: “It certainly excites the 
astonishment of foreigners, and the very 
novelty of our methods in diplomacy, the 
directness and promptness with which we 
go to the root of matters often gives us 
a distinct advantage. We have now en- 
tered upon a wholly new relatian to the 
rest of the world. The old days of isola- 
tion ended even before the Spanish war 
demonstrated to the world the fact that 
We were capable of taking a place among 
the great powers; they had ended because 
we had begun to invade the markets of 
the world with our goods. At first we 
hardly looked upon it as a serious busi- 
nese. It originated in the need of our 
manufacturers to get rid of their surplus 
product. The industrial system of the 
United States had developed to the point 
where its productive capacity largely ex- 
ceeded the demand of the home markets. 
Instinctively we sought new markets 
abroad. The movement has gone on with 
results that have been surprising to our- 
gelves and have amazed the world. It 
might be supposed that to claim pre-emi- 
nence among the nations competing in 
commerce Was a mere exaggeration, if 
‘$t were based upon our own estimate cf 
our achievements; but the general testi- 
mony of the very nations who are feel- 
ing our competition most keeniy concedes 
to us a position of eminence in the world’s 
markets which justify the recent state- 
‘ment of the secretary of state when he 
gaid, may result in shifting the center 
not only of indusfrial, but of commercial 
activity and the money power of the world 
to our marts.’ 

Invading Their Fields. 

“A few years ago the remark was cften 
madie in connection with tne consular ser- 
vice that official service follows in the 
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"éxéFelses were held this afternoon at the

expansion of the inited States 
it_ has been demonstrated that the two 
have gonfe together hand in hana, and 
that the officia! service, far from treacing 
tamely in the rear, has ia many instances 
biazed the way for our industries and 
trade. Upon the one hand, American man- 
ufacturers have shown a surprising ca- 
pacity to adapt themselves to the re- 
quirements of the foreiga markets, and 
actually to undersell the most advanced 
industries of Europe in their own homes, 
A etriking illustration of this is found in 
the fact that we are selling cutlery in 
Sheffield tin plate in Wales, bocts, shces 
and hosiery at Leicester and the shipment 
of coal to England may actually he said 
to be ‘carrying coals to New Castle.’”’ 

Mr. Cridier says: ‘The success of cur 
exporters in thus ‘nvading the markets 
which. might have been considered her- 
meticaily sealed has been ijargely due to 
“the activity of our consular wollicers and 
the rapitity with which their reports 
have been printed and distributed. That 
there is still room for improvement none 
can deny, but the consular ojficers, drawn 
from the great body of tite people, have 
shown themselves to be intelligent in com- 
prehending the needs of American trade 
and so jealous in performing it that our 
service, defective though it may be, has 
excited the admiration and envy of great 
trading nations like England and Ger- 
many, whose consular corps for years 
have been held up to us es models for 
our own.”’ | 

Are Expected To Work. 

Heretofore consular appointmeats have 
been made as a réward for political ser- 
vice. without regard to the business and 
commercial] fitness of the p2rson selecied. 
In many instances young men with cither 
social or po.citical pulls were sent abroad 
with the idea that their duties reyv'red 
them to take life easily, obtain a social 
footing if they could, and perform such 
routine duties as they couid not very 
well avoki, They seemed .o understand 
that they were appointed for services 
they or their friends had already i1¢en- 
dered to the party in power ana their 
trip abroad could only last while -treir 
friends were in control at Washington. 
It is now claimed that new blood, new 
ideas and new aspirations have rece1tly 
been injected into our consular service 
amd there is a commendabie rivalry 
among the consu's genervlly {cz tna rriv- 
llege of sending to the state departinent 
such suggestions and ooservatioas as may 
be of material benefit to the commercial 
interests of the United Siuces. So tng 
as this spirit prevails in the consular serf- 
vice it is the intention of the adminictra- 
tion to continue in office those men who 
prove themselves capable and at Alcus 
to discharge their duties in a manner oc- 
ceptable to their government and their 
country.

Washington, April 26—It is perfectly 
, clear now that the main points at issue 
and under discussion between the Cuban 
delegation and the secretary of war are 
imervention as contained in the Platt 
amendment and sugar. The delegates 
have been assured that the intervention 
provided for in the Platt amendment will 
be construed bv this government in the 
broadest possible manner and that it is 
not contemplated that intervention or any 
other provision in the Platt amendment 
Shall be used '‘t> the detriment of Cuba, 
but entirely for her good. 

The sugar prublem is uppermost in the 
minds of the delegation, and the earnest 
manner in which Genefal Wood has been 
advocating liberal terms toward Cuba in 
the matter of sugar duties has encour- 
azed them to believe that the adminis- 
tration will at least urge congress to 
make concessions in the matter of that: 
staple. 

There was another conference at the 
war department this afternoon lasting 
more than three hours. At this sitting 
not only the political relations of the 
United States and Cuba were discussed, 
but there was also much time devoted 
to economic questions, such as ‘the pos- 
sibility of the reduction of the tariff on 
Sugar and) general reciprocity arrange- 
ments between this country and the is- 
land. 

Last Business Conference. 

This was regarded as practically the 
last business conference by the United 
States officials, though it is quite probable 
that the Cubans will desire another con- 
ference with Secretary Root in order to 
have some points that have been discuss- 
ed further elucidated after they have con- 
sidered among themselves statements 
made to them by the secretary. Tomor- 
row the Cubans will again be escorted to 
the white house and will Say goodby to 
the president. There wil] be no further 
conference with Secretary Root until 
Monday. This was determined upon by 
the delegation after its return from the 
war department this evening. 

No statement, official or o 
.could be obtained from the Golnguaiies en 
‘tothe progress that was made during the 
conference today, nor would the delegates 
g0 so far as to say they were satisfied. 
While it is believed by the United States 
Officials who were present at the confer- 
ence today that everything that possibly 
could be explained by. this government 
had been gone into, yet if th Cubans 
desire to make further inquiries they will 
be, given the opportunity.

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HUNDREDS “ARE HOMELESS 


Public Storehouses Have Been Open- 
ed for Relief of Destitute—In 
Cincinnati Over Five Hun- 
dred “Homes Are 
Flooded, 


Cincinnati, 0., Aprfi 26.—The Ohio river 
has been stationary here and for. some 
distance beléw Cincinnati since 9 o’clock 
this morning, .when the limit of 59.6 feet 
was reached. Those depending on the 
prediction of the limit not e;-cee§ling fifty- 
eight feet have ered since the stage 
became almost ten feet above the danger 
line. Local Forecast Official Bassler said 


tonight: 

“T look for the river to remain station- 
ary until tomorrow morning, when there 
may be a perceptible fall. I think the 
flood will decline very slowly and that 
it will take six days before a stage of 
twenty-five feet will be reached. A reduc- 
tion to fifty feet, the danger line at Cin- 
cinnati, will not come before Monday.” 

Favorable weather is reported through- 
out the Ohio valley and relief is confi- 
dently expected. The conditiong_on both 
sides of the river here tonight are quite 
serious. The Ludlow lagoon suffered 
much damage today, as well as the New- 
port' race track and other places on the 
Kentucky side. On both sides of the river 
public store houses have been opened for 
the destitute by. municipal authorities, 
but there is no call for public aid. Many 
sick have been removed from inundated 
houses to hospitals. 

It is estimated that 50 residences have 
been inundated in the east end of Cin- 
cinnati and more on the west side along 
Mill Creek valley. These do not include 
the flooded districts along the frontage of 
the Ohio river, where tenement houses 
as well as business interests suffered. On 
the Kentucky side, from Covington 
through Newport, Bellevue and Dayton, 
the situation is equally distressing. 
Thousands are out of work here and up 
the valley, but most of them will resume 
Monday. Among those closing today 
were the lower shops of the Fay & Egan 
Company, rendering 500 men idle. 

At Evansville. 

At Evansville a stage of forty-nine feet 
is expected«by Sunday afternoon. Al- 
most the entire Union township of the 
county is under water. Farmers’ houses 
are built on stilts and men are going 
about in skiffs. 

At Henderson, Ky., the river is several 
miles wide. Thousands of logs are pass- 
ing here. The City of Pittsburg passed 
today and reported hundreds of people 
homeless aowfiy the river between here 


-At Bellevue,- ity. a. large indignation 
meeting was held tonight because the 
Cincinnati, Covington and Newport street 
railway did not furnish boats for trans- 
fers at all the flooded points. The street 
railway claims that boats are in such de- 
mand that they could not be had at all 
placés where the water was over the 
tracks. A considerable number of those 
attending the meeting and others later 
tore up the tracks for some distance in 
the more elevated parts of the town. 

At Ripley, O., the inundation is so com- 
plete tonight that all business has been 
suspended and will be until Monday. 

At Portsmouth, O., a rise in the Scioto 
river hag made the situation worse in the 
northern part of that city. Over 2,000 
people have been driven from their homes 
in the Portsmouth district.

CHILDREN HURLED IN RIVER 


By the Force of the Explosion Near 
Frankfort—Houses at Greis- 
heim Wrecked. 


Frankfort, April 26.—By 11 o'clock this 
morning eighty bodies had been recover- 
ed from the debris of the Elec#ro-Chem- 
ical works, near Greisheim, but there are 
still many missing. About 150 persons 
were injured, many of them seriously. 
The work-of fighting the flames proceed- 
ed throughout the entire night, though 
the danger of further explosions was re- 
garded as averted at midnight. The 
search of the ruins continues. The scene 
which occurred. throughout the night 
were most distressing. Villagers and 
survivors were groping about the ruins 
in search of relatives and comrades and 
endeavoring to recognize in the charred 
bodies or dismembered and mutilated 
corpses the identity of missing friends. 

A number of children who were hurled 
by the explosion into the river Main 
were drowned before the rescuers could 
reach them. Several firemen are among 
the victims. A special train with relief 
firemen and additional doctors and nurses 
were sent to the scene of the disaster this 
morning. A number who it was feared 
had perished reported themselves this 
morning. 

Noon—There was a fresh outbreak of 
the flames among the ruins at Greisheim, 
which revived apprehensions, and after 
the explosion of a great benzine reser- 
voir, at 11 o’clock this morning, orders 
were issued that @veryne in the village 
of Griesheim must vacate their premises 
forthwith. The inhabitants fled panic- 
stricken with such possessions as they 
could hastily collect, most of them com- 
ing to Frankfort. Even the firemen, sal- 
vagers and soldiers left the scene of the 
disaster. The railroad service to Greis- 
heim is susnvended on account of the dan- 


ger. 

1:30 P. M.—It transpires that during 
the panic this morning a number of 
women and children were thrown down 
and trampled under foot. 

The danger of fresh explosions necessa- 
rily retards the drawing up of a correct 
death roll, but the latest reports do not 
indicate that this is so large as was at 
first reported. 

The effects of the first two explosions 
are described as fearful. An immense 
mass of wreckage was thrown by the

McKinley Agrees To Return the

TAKEN BY FEDERAL TROOPS. 


Relics Were Removed from Arling- 
ton by McDowell During the 
War and Have Since Been 
Held by the Gov- 
ernment. 


Washington, April 2%.—Senator John W. 
Daniel, of Virginia, several days ggo ad- 
dressed a letter to President McKinley 
indorsing the application’ of General 
George Washington Custis Lee, submit- 
ted by him on behalf of Miss Mary Custis 
Lee, his sister, for the restoration of the 
relics of General George Washington, 
which he (Genera) Lee) became owner of 
on the death of his mother, who was the 
wife of General Robert E. Lee. In repiy 
President McKinley informs Senator Dan- 
iel that it will affard him great satisfac- 
tion to have the articies which are now 
in the Smithsonian “institution restored 
“to the present head of a historic fam- 
ily.” The president, in his letter, says 
that all the government did was to accept 
the trust of their custody at a time wben 
the owner could not protect them and they 
were consequently exposed to the risk 
of destruction. 


Deniel to McKinley. 

Senator Daniel's letter is as follows: _ 

“Washington, D. C., April 20, 1901.—Mr. 
Presiagent—osir: 1 have tne honor to in- 
dorse herewith the application of General 
George Wasningiun Custis Lee, suomit- 
ted by me on denait of Miss Mary UuUsUSs 
Lee, his sister, who has his power of 
attorney, tor restoration of tne relics of 
Generai Washington, which he became 
owner of on the aeath of his mother, who 
was the wife of General RK. ©. Lee. 

“When the house of representatives 
passed the resolution in 1809, now thirty- 
two years ago, against their restoration 
to General HK. E. Lee it was under the 
apparent impression, which it recited, 
that he owned them and had applied for 
them. This was a mistake, as is shown 
in the report of the judiciary committee 
of the house in 1870. Mrs, Lee had a .ife 
tenancy in them and the remainder was 
in General G. . Cc. Lee, as shown in 
his application for the restoration of the 
Arlington estate, whivn congress honored 
after judicial decision, and purchased 
from him. By this same title, judicially 
recognized ‘in the Arlington case and con- 
gressionally recognized by the purchase

“Dxecutive Mansion, Washington, D. C., 
April 25, 1911..—My Dear Sir: On behalf 
of George Washington Custis Lee you 
have applied to me for the restoration of 
certain relics of George Washington, now 
in the Smithsonian institution. These ar- 
ticles came from Mount Vernon and be- 
fore the civil war were the property of 
George Washington Custis. the grandson 
of Martha Washington and the owner of 
Arlington, who. on his death in 1857, left 
them bv his will, along with the Ariington 
estate, to his daughter, Mary Ann Ran- 
dolph Lee, the wife of Robert “EK. Lee, 
during her natural life and then to his 
eldest grandson, George Washington Cus- 
tis Lee, ‘to descend from him, entire and 
unchanged, to my (his) latest posterity. 

“The relics were at Arlington when the 
civil war began, and early in 1862 were 
turnerl over to General McDowell, then 
in command there. by a.servant of the 
Lee familv. who became alarmed for their 
safety. The general, interested in their 
preservation, sent them to the patent of- 
fice for safekeeving, whence they were 
transferred to their present place of de- 
posit. It does not appear that the gov- 
ernment ever took any steps to divert the 
title of Mrs. Lee and her son to them or 
ever c'aimed any title of its own. All 
the government did was to accept the 
trust of their custodv at a time when 
the owner could not protect them rand thev 
were consequentiv exposed to the risk 
af neatruction.

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TRADE SITUATION. 
New York, April 26.—Bradstreet’s tomorrow 


will say: 

While adversely affected by unfavorable 
weather conditions, general trade manifests a 
strong underlying tone. which seemingly lacks 
only the advent of better weather to become 
buoyant. Cold weather has indoubtedly af- 
fected planting and germination in some sec- 
tions, but the probable damage to crops os 
not great as earlier advices appeared to in- 
dicate. In some directions activity is pro- 
nounced, as, for example, in iron and steel, 
where apparently production is taxed to its 
capacity, though seemingly more to meet 
existing requirements than because of new or- 
ders. 

The backward spring has worked to the dis- 
advantage of dry goods, but the trade is 
looking .up somewhat with the promise of 
improved weather conditions. Heavy clear- 
ings continue ito reflect a large speculative 
movement. 

Railway gross earnings continue to show 
substantial gains, the current receipts of the 
southwestern lines being the best in their 
history and ‘western and scuthern roads are 
doing almost as well. 

The general price situation is one of firm- 
wees, most commodities being unchanged, 
though there are a few increases noticed, while 
butter, cheese, petroleum and odd sizer of 
print cloths show declines. 

Speculation in wheat this week was active 
and the price movement was upward. 

Less activity is noted in dry goods, cloth- 
ing and shoes at Chicago, though a fair bus- 
iness is Whcer way. At other western points 
more seasonable wedther is reported as having 
a favorable effect on retail business and in- 
deed on trade in general. At St. Louis the 
volume of staples sold is regarded as satis- 
factory, though in spring goods there has 
been a falling off as compared with this time 
last year. 

A stiffening of prices is noted in lumber with 
a demand fully up to the supply. 

. There is little alteration in hides, The job- 
bing trade in general remains good. 

Activity off an enormous scale continues to 
rule in the New York stock market. Early 
this week irregularity with some heavy sell- 
ing and declines prevailed, due te renewed gold 
shipments, caused by large subscriptions here 
aggregating $!150,000.000 to the new British 
war loan. Money rates, failing to harden, 
bullish speculative sentiment resumed control. 
The formal announcement of the Burlington 
deal gave rise to further notable advances, 
particularly in Union Pacific, rumors circu- 
lating that it might be leased to another syx«- 
tem. Northern Pacific, Baltimore and Ohio, 
Missouri Pacific and St. Paul have all shown 
great strength, an idea prevailing that the 
price of 200 paid for Burlington’s control sets 
a new level of values for stocks in ite class. 

The market in cotton has been of a nar- 
row and irregular character, and the general 
disposition seems to be a waiting one. Re- 
ceipts continue in goodly proportions, while 
weather conditions have recently improved and 
the demand for manufactures is limited. Dur- 
ing the week declines were noted in the cld 
positions, with advances in the far-off deliv- 
eries. Curtailment of production reduces the 
accumulation of supplies, t the business 
doing shows values rather in favor of ¢ 
buyer.

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CHANGE FAVORED IN CREED 


Presbyterians Have Voted That Re- 
vision Is Necessary. 


GENERAL ASSEMBLY TO ACT 


Features of the Plan of Revision Ds 
cided Upon by the Com- 
mittee. 


Pittsburg, April 26.—A sub-committee of 
the committee on revision of creed ap- 
pointed by the Presbyterian géneral as- 
sembly met here today to tabulate the re- 
sults of votes of the presbyteries on creed 
revision and to formulate a report to be 
presented to the general assembly in 


May. 

The committee decided upon two impor- 
tant features of the plan for revision, 
which will be presented to the general as- 
sembly. These features are as follows 
and are most urgently demanded by the 


presbyteries: 

‘1, A new statement of doctrine to be 
issued as a supplement to the confession 
vf faith.* 

‘9 A revision of the confession itself, 
either by the addition of,a declaratorv 
paragraph or a change in the text.” 

The committee's report says that the 
returns from the presbyteries indicate 
that “it is the mind of the church that 
the confession shall be interpreted 
throughout in harmony with the teaching 
of scripture that God is not willing that 
any one should perish, nor is it the decree 
of God, but the wickedness of their ows 
hearts which shuts some men out from 
the salvation freely and lovingly offered 
in Christ Jesus to all sinners.’’ 

The report proceeds: 

“In view of these facts we recom- 
mend that a committee, as provided by 
tne form of government. chapter 23, see 
tion 3, be appointed by this assgenfoly. 

“We recommend that this committee be 
instructed to prepare a brief summary of 
the reformed faith, bearing the same rela- 
tion to the confession whioh the shorter 
catechism bears fo the larger catechism 
and formed on the general model of the 
consensus creed prepared for the assem- 
biy of 1892, or the ‘articles of faith’ of the 
Presbyterian church of Bngland. 

“This summary is not to be a subst: 
tute for the confession and is not to af- 
fect the t\6'ms of suwoscription, but to vin- 
dicate and clear the aoctrines of the 
churcen from all false aspersions and mis- 
conceptions,’ to give a better understénd- 
ing or what most surely believed 
among us, and is in no sense to impair, 
but rather to manifest and maintain, the 
integrity of the reformed faith. 

‘‘We further recommend that this com- 
mfttee be instructed to prepare amend- 
ments of ee 3, chapter 10, section 3 
and chapter 16, section 7; chapter 22; sec- 
tion 3, and chapter 25, section 6, of our 
confession of faith, either by modification 
of the text or by declaratory statement 
so as to more clearly expreas the mind 
of the church, with additional statements 
concerning the love of God for all men, 
missions and the holy spirit, it being un- 
derstood that the revision shall in no 
way impair the integrity of the system of 
doctfines set forth in our confession and 
taught in the holy scripture.’’

A Dakota: divorce 
will stand just as any other unless dis- 
satisfaction on the part of one of ‘the 
parties results jn its validity being 
tested, and as Mr. Slaine’s first wife 
is now happily ratrried, his own pro- 
posed re-entry upon the matrimonial 
ea, is not ifkely to be questioned. 

The decision of the court declares 
that all divorces are illegal if granted 
im a state where one of the parties is 
a temporary resident, but it does not 
set aside all.divorces granted under 
such gircumstances. It applies only to 
the cases immediately before the court. 
It established a principle of law. As 
is explained by a writer in The Chicago 
Chronicle: 

In future cases a constitutional princt- 
ple must be involved or the United States 
court will not interfere. Each state must 
create its laws governing divorce. It ts 
the rule that “full ‘faith and credit shal! 
He given in each state to the public acts, 
records and judicial procecding of every 
other state.” 

But.if a divorce {as granted in one state 
which. the courts of another state refuse 
to recognize an appeal may .be taken to 
the supreme court of the United States. 
The decision is not based on any new 
princip:e of law. it is determined, as any 
Other case woulfl be Jetermined, on the 
grdund that a court must have jur.sdic- 
tion of both parties to a suit_or its judg- 
ment will not stand. But in order to get 
an illega] judgment, of divorce before tie 
federal court it must be “properly ’*con- 
tested. 

The decision, in other words, applies 
only to:.the few cases where the hus- 


fraudulently obtained and asks that it 
be set aside. This probably applies to 
a@ very small percentage of the divorces 
which havo been granted. In the vast 
majority the divorce was agreed to all 
around and consent verdicts were ob- 
tained in Dakota or Rhode Island or 
some other state where the laws were 
easy. 

There is a phase of the question that 
may, however, lead to jegal «omplica- 
tions, and that is with regard to the 
inheritance of the children of persons 
separated by one of these ‘divorces. 
Children of a first marriage cannot be 
deprived of their rfghts to property by 
any such agreement on the parts of 
their parents, and there is a possibility 
of suits in their behalf. So far, how- 
ever, as the right of the man or wo- 
Iman to marry again is concerned, the 
supreme court decision need give none 
of them worry. 


British Discontent. 

The necessity of another loan to 
carry on the apparently endless con- 
flict in South Africa is not pleasing to 
the British taxpayer. There are, too, 
murmurs of dissatisfaction on the part 
‘of the investing public over rumors of 
favoritism resembling somewhat that 
in a bond deal that rendered the Cleve- 
land administration anything but 
blessed in the eyes of the American 
people. The London feeling is reflect- 
ed in an Associated Press cablegram 


which says: 

Great curiosity is manifested here to 
ascertain how half the war loan has 
been “already placed,’ as is asserted in 
the government invitation for subscrip- 
tions for the remaining half. It ts sup- 
‘posed that a portion of £30,0,000 ‘already 
placed” may have been reserved for the 
government departments, but it is_rather 
believed that financia! houses with for- 
eign connections have interested them- 
selves in the flotation. 

No explanation, however; has yet been 
afforded, and, considering that the final 
installment of the loan is payable in De- 
cember, and that the first quarter's in- 
terest will be paid July 5th, the issue is re- 
garded as cheap, and not a littl@ resent- 
ment has been created by the fact that 
only half the issue has been offered to 
the public. 

This dissatisfaction is voiced by The 
Daily Chronicle, which says: 

“The pubic ought to have been in- 
formed by this time to whom the chan- 
cellor of the exchequer has allotted £30,- 
000,000 of the ‘issue.”’ 

The paper proceeds to comment severel 
upon the policy of the government, which 
has led to “such a disastrous issue, in 
which the British taxpayer drops the 
round sum of £3,300,000 in the process of 
borrowing £60,000,000,’’ and points out that 
under Mr. Gladstone consols rose to par 
for the first time in the century, while 
since the tories have held office they 
have steadily declined from 114 to the 
present price. 

We cannot, of course, know that 
there is good ground for such dissatis- 
faction, but anything is possible from 
a Jo Chamberlain government. It is 
not to be presumed that the Chamber- 
lain family ‘s going to be allowed to 
monopolize all the good things.

An enterprising citizen of the terri- 
tory in question attached two porkers 
belonging to somebody eise and sold 
‘them for a total of $30.22. The Okla- 
homaé law provides that the thief ap- 
propriating property valued at twenty 
dollars or more is liable to sentence to 
the penitentiary; there was no ques- 
tion of the theft or of the value of the 
stolen goods and it looked bag for the 
prisoner when the presiding judge set 
in motion the machinery of his intel- 
lect.. He decided that as the thief had 
to carry -the hogs twelve miles from 
the scene of the theft to dispose of 
them, he should be allowed an offset 
of at least a dollar a mile for trans- 
portation. 

This brought the value of the stélen 
property down to 18.22 and the de- 
fendant was let off with merely nom- 
inal punishment. He was saved all the 
inconvenience of imprisonment in the 
penitentiary and the ignominy of 
stripes, yet the law, from the stand- 
point of that judge, was vindicated.

The Bonded Debts Fund. 


Editor Constitution: In reading the opinions 
of the learned lawyers who deny that the 
state can borrow from the bonded debts fund 
in order to pay the public scheol teachers, I 
am surprised at some of the positions taken, 

We are gravely informed that the public 
property of the state was intended by the 
framers of the constitution as a security for 
the bondholders, and to use the revenue de- 
rived from its sale for any other purpose 
than thé payment of bonded debts ts to dimin- 
ish the security of the holders of bonds. 

In law nothing ts a security whith cannot 
be enforced by a legal demand. A deed or a 
mortgage given by one man to another is a 
good security, but the woman who 
signs a note as surety for her hus- 
band’s debt has not given a legal security 
therefor, because the payee of the note can- 
not, according to Georgia law, hold her liable 
on a note of this character. The eleventh 
amendment to the constitution of the United 
States forbids suits to be brought in the 
United St@tes courts by private individuals 
against any state; and the state of Georgia 
would not weive her sovereignty (so far as 
I know ehe has never done so in her whole 
history) and allow non-resident or resident 
individuals to sue het upon bonds either in 
the federal or in her own courts, The framers 
of the constitution, regardless of what in- 
dividual members of the convention thought, 
must have known this to be the law. Conse- 
quently the public property of the state is no 
more security for the private bondholders than 
is all the property in the state owned by pri- 
vate citizens. The bonds rest upon no higher 
security than the solemn promise of the state, 
and to pay them the state can either tax its 
citizens for that purpose, or sell its public 
property. Every dollar of taxable property In 
the state of Georgia is  engesh- | for the state's 
bonded debts if the state .will act fairly and 
honorably upon her legitimate bonds, which 
no one doubts. The holders of the repudiated 
reconstruction bonds know to their cost that 
Georgia’s public property is no security for 
their claims, Even where these fraudulent 
bonds of some state had been assigned to 
states who had attempted to sue upon them, 
had their efforts turned down by the supreme 
court of the United States. The talk then of 
the holders of Georgia bonds enjoining the 
state treasurer from paying out for other pur- 
poses the proceeds of the sale of public prop- 
erty is absurd, 

One of the perverse quotes a decision of 
Chief Justice Marshall in the case of Gibbons 
vs, Ogden (9 Wheaton 188) to the effect that 
the framers ofthe federal constitution ‘‘must 
be understood to have employed words in 
their natural sense, and to have intended what 
they have said.’’ This is good law as far as it 
goes, but does not entirely cover the case un- 
der consideration. It must’*be taken in con- 
nection with the following canon of construc- 
tion: ‘It ts presumed that the legislature 
does not intend an absurdity or that absurd 
consequences shall flow from its enactments, 
Such a result will, therefore, be avoided if 
the terms of the act will admit of it by a 
reasonable construction of the statute.’ Black 
on Interpretation of Laws, p. 104. 

the section of our constitution which 
provides that the proceeds of the sale of pub- 
lic property shall be used for the payment 
of bonded debts be literally followed, the bank 
drafts received by the state for the sale of 
its varictf#s properties would have to be de- 
posited in the state tréasury and kept there 
fifteen years waiting for bonds to mature. 
At the end of that time, when the drafts 
would be presented for payment, perfiaps the 
state would lose these amounts, because cof 
failures of banks on which the drafts were 
drawn, 

Take another view. Suppose the loaning of 
the bonded debts -funds to the depositories 
be constitutional (I do not see how it can, if 
this section is to be literally applied), what if 
the depositories fail and the state lose its 
money? Would not the constitution then be 
violated by the failure to use these funds for 
the specified purpose? ifteen years is a 
long time for a bank to hold money and there 
is no telling what will happen in that period. 

The framers of the constitution must have 
known that public property money would ac- 
cumulate in the treasury long before bonds 
would become due, and they evidently did not 
contemplated any of the absurd conditions in- 
dicated above. At all events the state is far 
more able to manage her reserve funds with 
safety for long periods than are private cor- 
porations.,

Among the prominent visitors in the 
city during the past week was Mr. J. K. 
Kincaid, of Grifffm, president of the Kin- 
caid cotton milis, who came up to attend 
the banquet of the insurance men Thurs- 
day evening. 

Mr. Kincaid is a prominent factor in 
the industrial development of Georgia, 
and, indeed, of the south, along the lines 
of technical manufacturing, and his his- 
tory is as interesting as his charming per- 


sonality. 

Mr. Kincaid was born in North Carolina 
and joined the first company of the first 
regiment organized in his native state at 
the outbreak of the civil war. He was in 
the first battle of the war and served con- 
tinuously until Gettysburg, where desper- 
ately wounded, he was taken prisoner and 
eonveyed to Johnson's island. He re- 
mained there during a period of incar- 
eceration lasting nearly twenty-three 
months. Mr. Kincaid can talk interest- 
ingly of the war. He says he saw bot 
sides of it and it was not pleasant. A 
shattered limb, which still gives him con- 
siderable trouble, ts a painful reminder 
of the long months he lay in the hospital 
prison. Mr. Kincaid came of a fighting 
family and from his native state six of 
his brothers and thirteen first cousins en- 
listed to fight the battles of the confeder- 


acy.

Mr. Kincaid has designed himself 
many of the most popular patterns used 
in his mills. 

In speaking of the product of the cotton 
factories of the state he said: 

‘You will no doubt be surprised to hear 
that Georgia mills are making some of 
the finest cotton goods to be found on 
earth: and we are gradually improving 
the texture and pattern of all our prod- 
uct. We now turn out the prettiest col- 
ored goods to be found in the country and 
are making tablecloths equal both in 
appearance and wearing qualities to the 
damask ordinarily used by our people. 
We are manufacturing crash towels by 
the thousands of dozens and making 
ether cotton goods that are marvels in 
appearance and design. Nor is the trade 
of Georgia cotton mills confined ex- 
clusively to this country, or even to this 
hemisphere. We are fast nearing the 
time when the south can successfully 
contest New England's supremacy as the 
cotton manufacturing center of the coun- 
try. 

“What we need in Georgia today is ed- 
ucation: Not so much the scholars pro- 
duced by the classical education of our 
schools and colleges, but trained 
chanics, the skilled artisans, the men 
who can take their place at the design- 
er’s table and create patterns that are 
worth reproducing. In this line your 
Technological school is doing a great 
work and the training received by the 
young men of the state at that institu- 
tion will have great effect In the indus- 
trial progress of Georgia.”

Mercer came, Mercer saw, and Mercer 
got an uppercut that jolted her yesterday 
afternoon at Brisbine park. Four thou- 
sand persons, one of the greatest crowds 
of baseball fans that ever gathered at 
Brisbine, saw the Techs lambast the 
crack Maconites into a state of inocuous 
desuetude, while the thrifty ones took 
enough money awWay from Macon sup- 
porters to rebuild the state capitol. No 
better game of baseball has even been 
seen in this city, unless perhaps it was 
the Tech’s closing game last season with 
the Sewanee lads when, in ten innings, 
the score was 1 to 0 against the local 
team. 

Mercer’s pitcher, Gunn, came heralded 
as a wonder. He'is a great pitcher, 
without doubt, one of the greatest now 
playing ball in the south. It was tnfor- 
tunate for him, however, that Henley is 
in the business. The expected pitchers’ 
battle materialized. Henley struck out 
sixteen men and Gunn thirteen. Gunn is 
possibly a steadier pitcher than Henley, 
but Henley has a tremendous advantage 
in speed and strength. Gunn wears some 
curves .concealed about his person that 
are as good as Henley’s, but they are no 
better. 

The features of yesterday’s game were 
the superb work of McKibbon, left fielder 
for the Techs, at the bat, and the jam 


,up base runnine of the Tech team. These 


stood out even above the pitchers, and 
gave to the game a whole lot of thrill 
that otherwise would not have been in 
it. Incidentally it may be added that 
the outfielders might as well have taken 
couches with them, because they were 
called into use only once in awhile. Most 
of the game was played between the bat- 
teries on the respective sides. 

From the noise made bv the Mercer 
nine it seemed that half of Macon was 
up here for rooting purposes, and there 
was no modesty on their part in making 
this fact known. From grandstand and 
bleachers the orange and black fluttered 
defiantly, intermingled closely with the 
old gold and white of the Techs. If any 
man made a good play he knew it, be- 
cause the grand stand would rise up in 
its might and tell him so, and then im- 
partially and dispassionately every man 
would crush his neighbors hat, after 
which he would whoop a few times and 
settle down for the next play. 

In the weather way the day was per- 
fect. The grand stand was a sea of 
shimmering cover in which miladi’s 
sprine gown figured largely and banners 
and sticks of Tech and Mercer colors 
were flaunted in a whirl of gorgeousness 
to the music of millions of “Rah! Rah! 
Rahs!! and other ,8Strange utterances 
from the throats of the lusty college 
lads. Over the diamond the sun shone 
brilliantly as ‘‘me college lord” adorned 
in his best bib and baseball tucker threw 
the kinks out of his arms in the baseball 
contest. It was just warm enough to 
play baseball well without being too 
warm for discomfort. 

Here is the game in detail:

As he was making this remark-the ne- 
gro picked up two bricks and threw one 
at Nolen. He was.in the act of throwing 
the 6ther when Nolen struck him on the 
slide of the head with a piece of iron 
known as a pinch-bar. 

Berry was taken to his hom? in Smith's 
alley, where hte lied vesterday morning 
from the #ffect of the wound on his head. 

Nolen was placed under arrest anda 
Icecked up until the coroner held an in- 
qvest yesterday afternoon. 

The verdict of the coroner’s jury was 
that the killing was justifiable homicide, 
and Nolen was released from Custody.

An important meeting

Christian, who will sueceed R. H. Tate 
Qs assistant general passenger agent 
here, and Walter G. Coleman; general 
traveling passenger agent, came to At- 
lanta from New York yesterday morn- 
ing. They were met on their arrival by 
Captain A. O. MacDonell, assistant gen- 
eral passenger agent at Jacksonville; 
William Butler, traveling passengef 
agent at Savannah and M. O'Connor, pas- 
senger and freight agent of the Seaboard 
at New Orleans. 

Mr. Bunch came down with the two- 
fold purpose of installing Mr. Christian 
in his new position and conferring with 
the Seaboard passenger officials in regard 
to the new policy to be pursued in the 
future. 

After Mr. Bunch had had a long talk 
with the gentlemen who came here to 
meet him, he was seen at the Aragon 
by a Constitution reporter. Mr. Bunch 
said: 

“The Seaboard is preparing to inau- 
gurate a new policy in so far as Atlanta 
and Atlanta business is concerned. Here- 
after business out of Atlanta has been 
worked no harder than business from 
points on other vortions of the system. 
In the future this will be changed and 
the rervresentatives of the road will di- 
fect particular attention to travel to and 
from this city.

Last night Private Simon came to the 
city again and once more called at the 
police barracks. He was excited and as 
he speaks k tangled sort of foreign diaiect 
his recital of his fresh troubles was un'que 
as well as interesting. 

Private Simon.-said he was in danger 
of being courtmartialed, and he feared 
he would either be imprisoned at the fort 
or be drummed out of the army, 


Some of the officers at the fort had 
hauled thé private over the coals for get- 
ting a robbery among the soldiers adver- 
tised in the papers. They told him, 80 
he said, that he was criticising Uncle Bam 
and such disrespect of that #ugust per- 
sonage would not be tolerate. 

Private Simon wanted to know if the 
police wouldn't tell the officers at the 
fort that he never willfully or maliciously 
advertised the robbery and that scme 
smart reporter who should have mirded 
his own business had ruthlessly spread 
before the gaze of a heartless public scme 
inside “swiping’’ done in the United 
States army. 

He was told that all necessary expla- 
nations would be made to stave off the 
courtmartial and that he would be exon- 
erated in the eyes of the army and Uncle 
Sam. 

But it must be stated that Private Si- 
mon has not retreated a foot from his 
first position and he firmly maintains that 
while he was on guard duty taking care 
of his country while the soldiers “lay 
peacefully dreaming,’”” some one who 
Wasn’t dreaming broke into his quarters 
and stole $0 in cash and a iine pistol. He 
sticks to that, but at the same time he 
doesn’t want Uncle Sam to be too hard 
on the victim.

SAD DEATH OF OLD SOLDIER 


A. T. Guy, Who Fought with Joe 
Wheeler, Died in Hospital as 
Memorial Day Dawned. 
Arguile Taylor Guy, a brave old con- 
federate veteran, who had found life a 
grimmer battle than the shock of arms, 
died at midnight on the dawn of Memorial 
Day at the King's Daughters’ hospital 
for incurables. The funeral will occur 
from the undertaking establishment of 
H. M. Patterson at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, under the direction of Camp A, 
Wheeler's cavalry, and his body will be 
laid to rest in the plot reserved in West- 


view for confederate dead. 

Mr. Guy was an Alabaman by birth 
and entered the service of the confed- 
éracy when barely seventeen years old 
as a member of Wheeler's famous cav- 
alry. He was six times wounded in bat- 
tle, a minie ball entefing his eye. He 
suffered to the day of bjs death from the 
latter wound. 

Prior to the war Mr. Guy's family 
was wealthy and prominent in Alabama, 
At present those left ‘of it are said to 
reside in Boonville, Miss. He was fifty- 
six years old. 

Mr. Arguile Taylor Guy was an Ala- 
baman by bfrth, his birth occurrifg in 
184. He was a blood relative of the 
widely known ex-Governor Bob Taylor, 
of Tennessee. 

Mr. Guy enlisted in Captain Jarman’s 
company of the Tenth Alabama cavalry 
in 1868 and served there to the close of 
the war. His regiment was in General 
P. D. Roddy’s brigade of Wheeler’s com- 
His company served as Genefal 
Roddy's escort. He was a brave, true 
soldier and never shirked duty, and re- 
ceived five or six wounds in battle. On 
one occasion his valor and bravery saved 
General Stephen D. Lee’s life, which 
weneral Lee acknowledges. 

Mr. Guy was of excellent family, innate- 
ly modest and a great favorite when a 
soldier with tu: rank and file of his com- 
mand. 

The death of the deceased was due to 
organic heart disease and aneurism, both 
of which were chronic and incurable. 
His last request was that the Confeder- 
ate Veterans—his comrades—bury him.

Captain John H. Boston, of Company I, 
forty-first volunteer infantry, now serv- 
ing in the Philippines, may be added to 
the list of Georgians to stand special ex- 
amination for regular army  appoin\- 
ments, in recognition of their splendid 
services. 

Captain Boston is a native of Marietta 
and a eraduate of the University of 
Georgia. He is well Known and has many 
friendg in Atlanta, having lived here for 
a time prior to entering the army at the 
outbreak of the Spanish war. 

Captain Boston has performed excel- 
lent service since going with his regi- 
ment to the Philippines, and it is such as 
will doubtless merit attention and recog- 
nition at the hands of the war depart- 
ment.

Captain Boston’s command has had 
much hard work to do in su»pressing the 
rebellion, and .is services will doubtless 
receive the attention which they merit, 
It is thought that jn all probability he 
will remain in the Phili-~ines should he 
be given a recular appointment and as- 
signed to a command.
